The issue of $1,000 village bond was to cover the outstanding* 
liabilities on the water account; the amount did not cover the whole 
amount pf the outstanding debts on the water account. The present 
board have paid $1,333.03, leaving a balance of $333.03 drawn from 
the general account to pay w r ater account; this sum should be 
returned to the general account from the water account fund.

Village Attorney’s Report. 


To Hon. John B. Page, 

* Pres, of the Village of Rutland: 

The only suit brought against the village since my last report is 
the case of Parker and wife, which is for an injury received by Mrs. 
Parker by reason of the alleged faulty construction of one of the 
-cross-walks on Merchants* Row, It was decided by the county 
court in favor of the village but is now pending in the supreme 
court. This case, together with the suit of Welch and wife, after 
having been heard by the supreme court here in town, were 
ordered to the general term at Montpelier for reargument. 

The suit of Carbory Carroll against the village was heard at the 
last term of the county court and resulted in a verdict for the 
village. 

The chancery suit in favor of the Aqueduct Company against 
the village is in statu quo , the complainant being anxious to dis¬ 
continue on payment of cost by the village. 

A suit in equity has been brought by the village against Darius 
Caruth of Mendon, to enjoin him from throwing or allowing the 
saw dust and waste to escape from his mill into Mendon river, and 
a temporary injunction has been granted therein. 

The case of Mrs, Cain was heard before the commissioners last 
.summer, who allowed her three hundred dollars for the water 
■diverted by the village.

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ORDINANCES 


OF THE 

Village of Rutland. 


It is hereby ordained by the Village of Rutland as follows: 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. The trustees shall hold meetings monthly, at some con¬ 
venient place, on the evening of the first Monday of each month for 
hearing complaints for violations of the by-laws and ordinances of 
the village, and for the transaction of other business. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the trustees shall be those specified and 
enumerated in the act of incorporation now in force; they shall 
:n their discretion grant licenses for all purposes for which a license 
is required under such regulations as may be established by said 
village; they shall regulate the locating, construction and use of 
hay-scales, markets, slaughter-houses, blacksmith shops, foundries, 
victualing saloons, billiard saloons and bowling alleys, and the 
■erection of dwelling houses and other buildings, so as best to pro¬ 
vide for the safety of the village; they shall restrain, remove" or 
.abate nuisances, attend to the cleaning, building, constructing, 
maintaining, grading and repairing of the streets, highways, walks, 
alleys and lanes of the village; build and keep in repair such 
number of reservoirs as in their judgment is necessary for the safety 
of the village; light the same; restrain horses, cattle, sheep, 
swine and other animals from going at large; provide for the plant¬ 
ing and preserving of shade and other trees and for the care, pres-■ 
•ervation, and improvement of public grounds and parks. 

Sec. 3. The trustees shall in no year expend a greater sum of 
money for improvements in said village, or otherwise, than is raised 
by a tax, or otherwise legally voted by said village in such year, 
including all moneys received by such village for highway taxes, 
fines and licenses. All trustees violating this section by expressly 
assenting to such expenditures shall be jointly and severally liable 
to said village, in an action of assumpsit for money had and re¬ 
ceived, for all excess of expenditures made by them, over and above 
such sum of money as is raised as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the trustees to prosecute to 
final judgment all violations of the act of incorporation and by- 




36 


laws, and ordinances in force, unless settled as hereinafter provided, 
whenever any one of the trustees is notified of the same. This 
by-law shall not be prohibitory of any person other than the trus¬ 
tees prosecuting for such violations, provided that such person be¬ 
fore any such prosecution is commenced shall give sufficient security 
to the trustees to indemnify said village against all costs that may 
be recovered against such village in such prosecution. 

Sec, 5. A majority of the trustees shall have power to settle 
any violation of the by-laws and ordinances, for a less sum than the 
penalties annexed thereto, whenever in their opinion a respect for 
the laws can be maintained and the circumstances of the case shall 
warrant it; and it shall be their duty to account to the treasurer for 
all sums received by them respectively for any violation of any of 
the by-laws or ordinances or any penalties incurred by the charter. 

Sac. 6. It shall be the duty of the trustees at their first meet¬ 
ing succeeding their annual election, to appoint a street commis¬ 
sioner who shall have in charge the building and repairing of all 
streets and sidewalks in the village, the purchasing of materials, 
and procuring labor, under the direction of the trustees, and he 
shall keep a correct account of all materials and labor furnished, 
price paid for each, and where expended, and he shall at all times 
have the books ready for inspection by the trustees or any one of 
them Said street commissioner shall be liable to be removed at 
any time whenever the trustees shall deem it advisable, and when 
so removed, the trustees shall appoint another in his place. 

Sec. 7. The street commissioner shall keep an account in full 
of all expenditures made by him, where, when and for what 
expended, to whom all moneys are paid, how much to each individual, 
naming him, and for what purpose. 

Sec. 8 . The trustees shall allow no account ot any street com¬ 
missioner unless kept as prescribed in section seven, nor unless 
verified by the oath of such commissioner. 

Sec. 9. The trustees of said village shall have the power, and it 
is hereby* made their duty to regulate and control the location, con¬ 
struction, materials, use, and removal of all buildings within the 
limits of the village so far as it shall by them be deemed necessary for 
protection from fires; and they also are hereby empowered to pre¬ 
vent the erection of any building within said limits deemed by 
them to be extra hazardous. 

Sec. 10 . It shall be the duty of the trustees to establish the grades 
of the streets in the village; and no work shall hereafter be done upon 
any street until the grade thereof is fixed and* established; and a 
record of the grade of the streets so fixed and established, a,s afore¬ 
said, shall be kept in the office of the village clerk in a book to be 
provided for that purpose; and any person who shall knowingly 
change or alter the grade of any street so established by the trus¬ 
tees, "as aforesaid, except by their order shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than twenty dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 11. It shall also be the duty of the trustees to examine all 
public halls, theaters and opera houses and to order such as the 
exits therefrom in case of fire are by them adjudged insufficient to

be closed until proper exits shall be provided, and the owners, 
occupants, lessees and proprietors thereof shall obey all such orders 
made by the trustees as aforesaid and all persons disobeying any 
such order shall be punished by a fine of one hundred dollars. 

VILLAGE RECORDS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Sec. 12. '-The clerk of the village shall act as clerk of the trus¬ 
tees, and shall be the custodian of all village books, vouchers, cor¬ 
respondence and other papers, except such as appertain to the 
offices of the treasurer and the water commissioners. He shall 
attend the meetings of the trustees and keep the records thereof, 
and shall keep the accounts of the trustees covering all expenditures 
of village money. He shall be entitled to receive one hundred 
dollars per year as compensation. In case of his disability or 
absence the trustees may appoint one of their number to act in his 
place. 

Sec. 13. The following books shall be kept by the clerk, together 
with such others as the trustees may direct: 1, A book of records, 
in which shall be recorded all votes passed, all contracts made, all 
work or supplies ordered, all orders directed to be drawn, and all 
other action taken by the hoard of trustees in respect to the 
property or affairs of the village. 2, A book of accounts, showing 
all money expended under the direction of the trustees and all 
village orders drawn therefor, divided into the following separate 
accounts, and such others as may be found convenient, via.: High¬ 
ways, fire department, police, construction of sewers, gas and mis¬ 
cellaneous; and all building and repairing of highways, sidewalks 
and gutters, and all repairing of sewers for which the village is 
responsible shall be charged to highways. 3, A book of orders, to 
be composed of blank orders to be issued from time to time as 
required by law, with proper stubs, on which shall be entered the 
name of the payee in the order, the date, amount and consideration 
thereof. 4, A book of licenses, composed of blank licenses to be 
issued from time to time for every purpose for Tvhicli a village 
license may be required, with proper stubs on which shall be entered 
the name of the person licensed, the date, amount paid in, and the 
object of the license. 5, A book of records in which shall be 
recorded the grades and surveys of the streets, parks, alleyr, sewers 
and sidewalks. 

Sec. 14. Village orders shall he drawn only in pursuance of a 
vote of the trustees passed at a regular meeting of the board; they 
shall be signed by at least five trustees. jNo order shall be drawn 
payable to bearer, nor shall any order be drawn to cover more than 
one bill against the village, except in case of pay-rolls for highways. 

Sec. 15. The highway money shall he expended by orders 
drawn in favor of the street commissioner, which orders shall never 
exceed the amount of highway tax actually in the hands of the 
treasurer unappropriated at the time such order is drawn, and a 
separate account thereof shall he kept by the treasurer. Such 
orders for highway money shall be drawn only upon presentation 
by the street commissioner of monthly statements, showing in 
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detail all items of labor and material for which payment is needed,, 
giving dates, and names of streets, and sworn to as heretofore 
required. Such orders when issued shall be charged against 
the street commissioner personally, and credits therefor shall be 
allowed only upon the return of a duplicate of such pay-roll with 
original signatures of each and every person to whom such moneys 
are due according to such pay-roll, receipting the same. 

Sec. 16. Orders drawn for other purposes than highways shall 
never exceed the amount of funds actually in the hands of the 
treasurer, applicable to the payment thereof, and unappropriated. 
No vouchers shall be accepted by the auditor except original signa¬ 
tures of the persons to whom the money is payable by the village; 
and such original receipts shall in all cases be obtained before the 
orders are delivered. 

Sec. 17. No new’ sewers shall be constructed at the expense of 
the village without a vote of the village to construct the same. 
The trustees shall control all sewers built by private individuals so 
far as to make them conformable to a general system of sewerage, 
and in constructing and repairing sewers in future, the expense 
thereof so far as practicable and equitable shall be assessed upon 
the owners of lands benefited thereby, according to the provisions 
of the village charter. 

Sec. 18. The drawing, auditing and vouching of such village 
orders as may by law be drawn by the water commissioners, shall 
conform so far as is possible to the requirements of the fore¬ 
going sections of this ordinance. In case the payment of any water 
rent is one month in arrear, the water commissioners in their 
discretion, may discontinue the further supply of water to the 
tenement or building for which said arrears exist, until full pay¬ 
ment is made. 

Sec. 19. No village official shall be directly or indirectly 
interested in any contract with the village, connected with the 
department to which his office belongs, and the village shall not 
be liable to make payment under any such contract. Compensa¬ 
tion to the trustees for their services shall only be such as may be 
voted at the annual village meeting, or a special meeting duly 
called for that purpose. 

Sec. 2-0. In case of the occurrence of unforeseen liabilities, 
accidents or other occasions in the opinion of the trustees, requir¬ 
ing expenditures beyond the amount actually raised by taxation, 
special meetings of the village shall be called to consider the same. 

Sec. 21. No special meeting of the board of trustees shall be 
held without notice of the time and place of holding the same is 
first given to every member of the board and to the clerk. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 22. A fire department is hereby established, which shall 
consist of a chief engineer, first assistant engineer, second assistant 
engineer, seven fire wardens, and the fire and hose companies snd 
the hook and ladder company now organized, and all other engine, 
hose, and hook and ladder companies that may he organized here- 
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after by the village, which department shall be under the direction 
of the chief engineer, and his assistants, who shall be subject to all 
rules and by-laws adopted by the village, from time to time, for 
the government of said fire department. 

Sec. 23, The respective rank of the assistant engineers shall be 
determined by their election, as first and second assistant engineers, 
who shall in the order of their rank, in the absence of tlie chief 
engineer, have the same control and command at all fires, firemen's 
parades and drills, as the chief engineer when present. And at 
all fires the chief and assistant engineers shall wear a badge with 
the words “Chief Engineer," “First Assistant Engineer,” “Second 
Assistant Engineer," respectively, plainly appearing thereon, and 
the fire wardens shall wear a badge with the words “Fire Warden" 
plainly appearing thereon, and shall bear such other insignia of 
office as shall be designated by the trustees. 

Sec. 24. The chief engineer shall have the sole control and 
command over all members of the fire department, and all other 
persons present at fires. It shall be the duty of the several 
engineers and fire wardens, whenever an alarm of fire is given, 
to repair immediately to the place of the fire, and under the 
engineer in charge, take measures to arrange the engines and 
other apparatus for the effectual working in the extinguishment 
of the fire. It shall further be the dutjr of the engineers and 
fire wardens, under the direction of the chief engineer, to examine 
into the condition of all reservoirs, hydrants and wells, and of the 
engines and all other fire apparatus, and the engine-houses owned 
or rented by the village, and other property belonging to the fire 
department, and to take a general supervision and care of the 
same, and report the condition of the same through their chief to 
the trustees, as often as circumstances shall render it necessary, for 
the safe keeping axid proper repair of all such property. And the 
chief engineer shall, at the annual meeting of the village in each 
year, make a full report of all property belonging to this depart¬ 
ment, and the condition of the same; and also report the number 
of members of each fire company, and all accidents by fire that 
have happened in the village during the year, and causes thereof, 
the amount of losses by each fire, and the insurance on the property 
destroyed or damaged, as far as they may be ascertained, which 
report may, by tlie direction of the trustees, be published. 

Sec, 25. The members of each of said companies shall annually 
elect a foreman, a first and second assistant foreman, and clerk, 
and such other officers as the by-laws of said companies may 
require. It shall be the duty of the foreman, or in his absence or 
disability, the assistant* foreman next in command, of the several 
fire, hose and hook and ladder companies, to see that the engine 
or apparatus committed to their care, and the several buildings in 
which the same are deposited, and all things in and belonging to 
the same, are kept clean and in order for immediate use; it shall 
also be the duty of said foreman, or, in his absence, the next 
officer in command, to preserve order and discipline at all times 
m their respective companies, and require and enforce a strict 
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compliance with the village ordinances and by-laws for the regu¬ 
lation of this department. They shall keep or cause to be kept 
by the clerks of their respective companies, fair and exact rolls 
of the members of their companies, specifying the date of their 
admission, their regularity of attendance at drills or fires, and the 
date of the discharge of any member, which rolls and other books 
and papers of said companies shall always be open to the inspec¬ 
tion of the engineers of this department. They shall also make 
or cause to be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate 
returns of all the members, and the apparatus and property 
entrusted to their care, whenever called upon so to do by the 
trustees or chief engineer, and to return on or before the first day 
of April annually to the listers of Rutland, certified lists of such 
members of their respective companies as may by vote of said town 
be exempt from taxation. 

Sec. 26. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of the 
several engine, hose and hook and ladder companies, whenever an 
alarm of fire is given, to repair forthwith to their respective engines 
or apparatus, and to assist in conveying the same to or near the 
place of the fire, in as orderly a manner as may be, in conformity 
to the orders and directions of the chief and other engineers and 
fire wardens, and to exert themselves in the most orderly and effi¬ 
cient manner possible in working and managing the engines, hose, 
hooks and ladders and other apparatus; and in performing any 
duty they may be called upon to do by the engineers and fire war¬ 
dens, and upon the permission of the chief or assistant engineer or 
warden in charge, return their engines of apparatus to their res¬ 
pective places of deposit: provided, that in the absence of all the 
engineers and wardens, such permission may he given by their res¬ 
pective foremen. 

Sec. 27. Any officer or member of the fire department who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in 
office, shall for such offense be dismissed from this department. 
And any officer or member who shall offend against any ordinance 
of the village relating to the fire department shall, in addition to 
the liability to dismission, be liable to a fine, not less than five nor 
more than twenty dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 28. No* company shall leave the village in case of fire in 
the neighboring towns, except by express order of the chief engi¬ 
neer, or, in his absence, of the assistant engineer next in command. 
Nor shall any company leave the village on any excursion, without 
the consent of the chief engineer. Nor shall any company take out 
of the village on any excursion any engine, hose or other property 
belonging to the village, without the consent of the trustees. 

Sec. 29. Whenever at any fire it shall be adjudged necessary to 
pull down, or otherwise demolish any building, to prevent the fur¬ 
ther spreading of the fire, the same may be done by the joint order 
of any three or more of the engineers or wardens of this depart¬ 
ment (of whom the chief engineer, if present, shall be one), unless 
objected to by three of the trustees. 
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Sec. 30, The chief engineer shall at least once in each year, 
between the months of May and October, order ont by a special 
notice of not less than six days, all the fire engines, hose and hook 
and ladder companies in the village for drill and inspection; and 
the members of such companies shall appear at such drills and 
inspections in the uniform adopted by their company. 

Sec. 31. The fire wardens shall inspect each and every build¬ 
ing within their respective wards once in the month of November 
in each year, and shall inspect any particular premises, at any other 
time, upon the written request of two or more discreet and trust¬ 
worthy persons, and whenever said board of fire wardens shall re¬ 
quire any alteration or repairs in any building, for safety against 
fire, they shall make the order in writing specifying the alterations 
or repairs, or in what manner combustibles shall be kept, giving 
such time for a compliance with such order as they shall deem 
reasonable; a copy of which shall be given to the owner or occu¬ 
pant of such property, and if the owner or occupant shall fail to 
comply with such order, such board shall proceed to collect the fine 
imposed by the twenty-sixth section of the charter of the village. 

Sec. 32. If the owner or occupant of any building in the viltag* 
shall refuse to allow the warden of his ward, to examine his premises, 
with reference to the safety or exposure of his building from fire, 
as provided in section thirtv-one, such person or persons shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of five dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 33. If any person shall negelect or refuse to obey any fire 
warden at any fire within the limits of the village when ordered or 
requested to perform any service, or in any manner to assist in the 
performance of any service or work which the fire wardens are 
authorized to have done, such person shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
not less than ten dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 34. Upon the refusal or neglect of any person to obey a 
fire warden, when directed by such fire warden, to perform any 
service or labor at a fire, it shall be the duty of such fire warden to 
take down such person's name in writing, and to report the same to 
the trustees within ten days thereafter, and any fire warden who shall 
neglect to comply with this ordinance shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of ten dollars. 

Sec. 35. Any person who shall knowingly give a false alarm of 
fire, or after an alarm has been given shall maliciously and falsely 
proclaim the fire to be extinguished, shall he liable to a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for every such offense. 

WOOD ASHE8, GUNPOWDER, TURPENTINE, ETC. 

Sec. 36. All wood ashes, kept within the village limits, shall be 
kept in buildings or places suitable for that purpose, which shall 
be built of non-combustible materials and in a manner acceptable 
to the trustees. 

Beg. 37. Not more than twenty-five pounds of gunpowder shall 
be kept in any one building within the limits aforesaid, unless by 
written license from the trustees; and all gunpowder, kept for 
retailing in any store, shop or building within said limits, shall be 
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kept in metallic vessels if in larger quantities than five pounds in 
any one parcel, or in metallic, glass or earthen vessels, when in 
larger quantities than eight ounces in any one parcel. 

Sec. SB. No person shall keep more than two barrels of spirits of 
turpentine, camphene, gasoline, crude petroleum, naphtha, benzine 
or other so called burning fluids deemed explosive, nor more than 
five barrels of kerosene, in any one building, at once, without 
written license therefor from the trustees, nor shall any person 
draw the same from any barrel, package or other vessel for sale or 
use except by daylight. The storage and safe keeping of all fire 
crackers or fireworks of any kind, shall be under the control and 
direction of the trusteess; and no gunpowder shall be manufac¬ 
tured within the limits of the village. Provided that nothing in 
this section shall be construed to extend to common carriers, who 
may receive into there warehouses such articles transported or to be 
transported by them for other persons or corporations. 

REGULATING FURNACES, BLACKSMITH SHOPS, ETC. 

Sec. 39. No person shall erect, keep or maintain any furnace 
for melting glass or metals or any stationary boiler for generating 
steam for propelling machinery, or any blacksmith shop, in such a 
location within the village as shall be deemed by the trustees to 
endanger the property of any other person, and if any such furnace, 
blacksmith shop or boiler, erected, kept or maintained within the 
limits of the village, shall be complained of as endangering the 
property of another, the trustees upon a proper hearing of the 
parties in interest, may order the owner or keeper of the same to cease 
to use, or to remove the same within such time as they designate in 
their order for that purpose. And such person shall forfeit 
and pay to the treasurer of the village a fine of twenty dollars for 
each day he shall refuse or neglect to comply with such order; and 
in case of a neglect to comply with such order for the space of ten 
days after the same is made and notice thereof given, the trustees 
may cause such furnace or boiler to be removed, and the expense 
thereof shall be paid by the person who kept or maintained the 
same. 


SALOONS. 

Sec. 40. No person shall keep an eating saloon, victualing house, 
shop or cellar, and therein furnish to any person any article of vict¬ 
uals, fruit or drink, or a billiard saloon, until he shall have first 
obtained a license therefor, signed by a majority of the trustees, 
and procured the same to be recorded in the village clerk’s office, 
and paid the fee of one dollar for recording the same to the village 
clerk. All licenses shall run from the date of the same to the end 
of the year in which the same are granted, and no longer. 

Sec. 41. No person shall keep a billiard saloon, eating saloon, 
victualing house, shop or cellar in a room or rooms wherein intoxi¬ 
cating liquor is sold, furnished or given away contrary to law, or 
in n room or rooms adjacent to a room upon the same floor or story 
wherein any intoxicating liquor is kept for an unlawful purpose. 
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Sec. 42. Every billiard saloon, eating saloon, victualing house, 
shop or cellar, shall be closed at eleven o’clock in the afternoon of 
each day, and remain closed until daylight of the next day. 

Sec. 43. The trustees may at any time revoke any license 
granted to any person to keep an eating saloon, victualing house, 
shop or cellar or billiard saloon. 

Sec. 44. Any person violating the provisions of sections forty, 
forty-one and forty-two, any or either of them, shall forfeit and 
pay to said village the sum of one hundred dollars. 

INJURIOUS PRACTICES PROHIBITED. 

Sec. 45. No person shall break or dig up the ground or pave¬ 
ment in any street, lane or alley, or on any sidewalk or common in 
the village or erect any staging for building thereon, or in dan¬ 
gerous or inconvenient proximity thereto, or place or deposit any 
stone, earth, brick, lumber, or other building material thereon 
without first obtaining a written license from the trustees and com¬ 
plying in all respects with the conditions of such license ; which 
license shall state the time allowed for the continuance of the 
obstructions within the public highway or street. 

Sec. 46. Whenever any street, lane, alley or sidewalk or other 
public place in the village, shall, under any license, granted as pro¬ 
vided in the preceding section, be dug up, obstructed, encumbered 
or otherwise thereby rendered unsafe or inconvenient for travel, the 
person so licensed shall put, and at all times keep up, a suitable 
railing or fence around the section of any street, lane, alley or 
other place so obstructed, so long as the same shall be or remain 
unsafe or inconvenient as aforesaid ; and shall also keep one or 
more lighted lanterns fixed to such fence, or fixed in some other 
proper manner, every night, from twilight in the evening and 
through the whole night, so long as such railing or fence shall be 
kept standing, or obstruction remain. He shall also, within such 
reasonable time as the trustees shall direct, amend, and repair such 
street, lane or alley, sidewalk or public place, to their acceptance. 

Sec, 47. No person shall put or place, or cause to be put or 
placed, in any street, lane or alley, or other public place in the vil¬ 
lage, any house dirt, ashes, garbage* shreds, shavings, filth, offal, 
oyster shells or other kinds of rubbish, except in such place and 
such manner as the trustees may prescribe. 

Sec. 48. No person shall permit any goat, sheep, swine, horse, 
cow or other neat cattle, belonging to him or her, or under his or 
her control, to go at large or depasture in any street, lane or alley, 
or on any common in the village. 

Sec. 49. No person shall ride or drive in any street, lane or 
highway in such a manner as to endanger or unreasonably incom¬ 
mode any person passing therein; nor shall there he any racing or 
trial of speed, between the owners or drivers of different horses, of 
their respective animals, in any public street. 

Sec. 50. No person shall drive, wheel or draw 7 any coach-, cart, 
wheelbarrow or other vehicle of burden or of pleasure (except chil¬ 
dren’s carriages drawn by hand), or permit any horse or other animal 
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under Ills care to go upon any sidewalk in the village, or otherwise 
unnecessarily occupy, obstruct or encumber any such sidewalk so as 
to interfere with the convenient use of the same by pedestrians. 

Sec. 51. No team shall stand across any public highway or street 
in such manner as to obstruct the travel over the same; and no 
team shall stop in any public street at the side of, or so near to 
another team as to obstruct public travel. And no person shall 
stop with any team or carriage, (except for the purpose of receiving 
or delivering passengers, and then only for such* time as in neces¬ 
sary therefor,) or place any obstructions of any kind upon any side¬ 
walk or across any flag or stepping stones or other footwalk laid 
across any street or highway in the village. 

Sec. 52. No person, having a team of oxen or horses under his 
charge, shall allow the same to go into any street, highway or 
common, within the limits of the village, unaccompanied by a 
driver. 

Sec. 53, No person shall move or cause to be moved any house, 
shop or other building, through any street, lane or alley, or over 
any bridge in the village, without first obtaining a written license 
therefor, from the trustees, who may grant the same on such terms 
and conditions as they shall deem to be safe and proper: provided, 
tha,t a condition of such license shall be that no injury shall be 
done to any shade, fruit or other ornamental tree standing in or 
contiguous to any such street, lane, alley or highway ; and such 
license shall also specify the streets through which, and the time 
within which said building shall be moved, beyond which time such 
license shall not avail. And any person offending against the provi¬ 
sions of this section, in addition to the penalties provided in the 
sixty-fifth section shall pay not less than one, nor more than twenty 
dollars for every tree so defaced, and every day said building shall 
remain in any street or highway bej'ond the time specified in the 
license. 

Sec. 54. No person shall, except in the performance of some 
duty required by law, discharge any gun, pistol, or other fire arms 
leaded with balls or shot, or with powder only, or squibs, or fire 
crackers, fire works of any kind or other preparation whereof gun¬ 
powder or other explosive substance is an ingredient, or which con¬ 
sists wholly of the same, within the principal inhabited parts of the 
village, or within twenty-five rods of any dwelling house therein. 
And no person shall make any hon-fire in or upon any street, lane, 
common or public place within the village, except by authority of 
the trustees This section shall not apply to any person discharg¬ 
ing a gun or pistol on his own premises, if done in the day time, in 
such a way as not to alarm or annoy other persons. 

Sec. 55. No person shall injure, deface or destroy any guide- 
post or guide-board, any lamp-post or lamp thereon, heretofore 
erected, or which shall be erected in the village, or any building, 
fence, post or other thing set, erected or made for the use or orna¬ 
ment of the village; nor shall any person move, mutilate or destroy, 
without the consent of the owners thereof, any sign, sign-post, 
turning-post, or other thing, the private property of individuals, 
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lawfully sot, erected or placed in or upon any street, highway or 
public place in the village. 

Sec. 56. No person shall cut down nr remove, mutilate or 
otherwise injure or destroy any fruit, shade or other ornamental 
tree now growing, or which may hereafter be growing in any public 
street, lane, alley, common or other public ground in the village, 
without the permission of the trustees. And no person shall so 
fasten any horse or other animal to any such tree or place, or leave 
such horse or other animal as to endanger or deface the same. 

Sec. 57. No person shall behave himself in a rude or disorderly 
manner, or use any indecent, profane or insulting language in any 
street, lane or alley, or other public place in the village, or near any 
dwelling house or other building therein, or be or remain upon any 
sidewalk or upon any doorstep, portico, or other projection from 
any such house or other building, to the annoyance or disturbance 
of any other person. No person shall make any indecent figures, 
nor write any indecent or obscene words upon any fence, building 
or other public place within the village, nor shall any person, by 
any noise, gesture or other means, wantonly and designedly frighten 
any horse or horses in any street or other public place in the vil¬ 
lage. No person shall throw any stones or other missiles in or 
upon any public street, common or other ground belonging to the 
village. * 

Sec. 58 Corner loafers, hoodlums and other persons congre¬ 
gating together upon any of the sidewalks of the village so as to 
obstruct the travel thereon, or congregating elsewhere and making 
themselves obnoxious by vulgarity or otherwise, shall disperse and 
go elsewhere when so ordered by a policeman of said village. 

Sec. 59. No person shall coast, course or slide on any sleigh, 
sled or other vehicle in any of the streets or highways of the village 
nor upon the sidewalks thereof, except such streets and highways 
as shall be designated by the Trustees. 

Sec. 60. No person shall take hold of or ride upon any sleigh, 
wagon or other vehicle while the same is passing in the street, 
without permission of the owner or driver thereof. 

Sec. 61. No person or persons shall permit any nuisance to 
remain on his or their premises, to the annoyance of any other 
person or persons, and for a violation of this section in addition to 
the penalty provided in the sixty-fifth section of this ordinance, 
such person or persons shall by direction of the trustees, or any 
one of them, remove such nuisance, and in case of his or their 
failure so to do, the trustees shall cause the same to be removed 
and abated, and such person or persons shall pay all expense of 
removing and abating the same. 

Sec. 62. No person shall, within the limits of the village, post 
any show bills, advertisements or paper, or paint any sign, adver¬ 
tisement or notice, on any building, fence, post, stone, tree or walk, 
or any other natural or artificial object, without the consent of the 
proprietors thereof. 

Sec, 63. No person shall deface, by marking w T ith paint or other 
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material, or in any other way injure or deface, any building, fence 
or post, within the village limits. 

Sec. 64. No person shall be engaged in the game or playing of 
ball in any of the streets, highways or sidewalks of the village. 

FINES. 

Sic. 65. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro¬ 
visions of sections thirty-six, thirty seven, thirty-eight, forty-five, 
forty-six, forty-seven, forty-eight, "forty-nine, fifty, fifty-one," fifty- 
two, fifty-three, fifty-four, fifty-five, fifty-six, fifty-seven, fifty-eight, 
fifty-nine, sixty, sixty-one, sixty-two, sixty-three and sixty-four, 
shall forfeit and pay for each and every offense a sum not less than 
one dollar nor more than twenty dollars. And no person shall 
he prosecuted and tried for any breach of the provisions of 
said sections unless complaint for the same shall be instituted 
and commenced within six months from the time of committing 
such breach. 

REMOVING SNOW FROM SIDEWALKS AE L> GUTTERS. 

Sec. 66. Every person owning or occupying premises in the 
village, adjacent to sidewalks and gutters, in such streets or parts of 
streets, as the trustees shall from time to time designate by notices 
published in«the public papers printed in said village, shall be and 
is hereby required to remove from such sidewalks and gutters adja¬ 
cent to his said premises, respectively, all snow, and to keep 
the said walks and gutters clean. Every such owner or occupant 
mentioned in this section, who shall neglect to comply with the 
provisions thereof, shall forfeit and pay to said village a fine of two 
dollars for each and every period of twenty-four hours he shall at any 
time or times be guilty of such neglect. 

KEEPING OF SWINE. 

Sec. 67. No hogs or swine shall be kept within the limits 
of the village between the first day of April and the first day 
of December of any year, except in such localities as may be desig¬ 
nated by the trustees of said village; and all hogs or swine, 
together with the places wherein they are kept between the dates 
aforesaid, except in the localities designated as aforesaid, are hereby 
declared to be nuisances, and the owner or keeper thereof shall pay 
a fine of ten dollars for each and every hog or swine so kept in vio¬ 
lation of this ordinance, provided that the whole amount of such 
fine recovered in any one suit shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 


LICENSES. 

Sec. 68. The trustees shall have power to grant licenses for inns, 
hotels, meat markets, slaughter houses, soap factories, fish markets, 
fish stands, street vendors of medicine, soap and other small wares, 
meat peddlers, fruit and fish peddlers, auctioneers, auction and 
commission houses, shows, showmen, theaters, menageries and cir¬ 
cuses. upon such terms and under such regulations as they may 


prescribe and may revoke the same; and no person shall be engaged 
in any such business without such license. Any person violating 
the provisions of this section shall b? punished by a fine of not less 
than two dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 

DISPOSITION OF FINES. 

Sec. 69. All fines collected for the breach of any ordinance, by¬ 
law, rule or regulation, of said village, together with all fines .col¬ 
lected for the breach of any section of the act of incorporation, 
shall be paid to the treasurer of said village. 

TAKING EFFECT OF BY-LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 

Sec. 70. All by-laws and ordinances adopted by the village 
shall take effect from and after their passage, unless it is otherwise 
specially provided.

The legal voters of the Village of Rutland are hereby notified 
that the annual meeting of said Village will be held at the town 
hall on Washington street, on Wednesday, April 25, 1883, at 2 
o’clock p. m., to act on the following business : 

1st. To elect by ballot the following officers to serve the ensuing 
year, a President of the Village, Clerk, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Auditor of Accounts, Water Commissioner in place of W. C. Lan- 
don, Judge of the Municipal Court, Chief Engineer, First Assist¬ 
ant Engineer and Second Assistant Engineer of the fire department, 
and seven Trustees, one from each ward. 

2d. To hear reports from the Trustees, Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, Water Commissioners, Treasurer, Street Com¬ 
missioner and Auditor. 

3d. To see if the Village will vote to alfer or amend any of the 
by-laws or ordinances, or make any new by-laws or ordinances. 

4th, To see if the Village will appropriate the land in the park 
on Main street for a site for the Memorial hall voted by the town, 
provided the committee having the matter in charge desire said 
location. 

5th. To see if the Village will vote a tax to pay the debts and 
current expenses for the year ensuing. 

6th, To see if the Village will vote to construct a sewer on 
Terrill street extending from East street to Main street. 

7th, To see if the Village will vote to instruct the trustees to 
build any new sewers or repair any of the sewers already built. 

8th, To see if the Village will vote a special tax for sewerage 
purposes. 

9th. To transact any other necessary business.
